Detectives last night found jewelry and 
precious stones valued at $20,000 In a barn 
at 1711 Carroll avenue and captured Adolph 
Dumont, who resides at Western avenue and 
Huron street. The police and operatives of 
the Pinkerton agency believe the capture 
has broken up a series of daring daylight 
jewel robberies that has puzzled Chicago for 
months, the plunder being valued at a total 
of $100,000. 

The jewelry recovered in the barn is the 
same that wae stolen under the eyes of Pat- 
rick McDermott, a porter at the Palmer 
house, in front of the Silversmith building 
about noon on July 18. McDermott had been 
hired to carry a suitcase full of jewels for a 
salesman for an eastern manufacturing firm. 
He had left the porter outside the building 
while he went inside. 

Although no trace of the thieves could be 
found and McDermott could offer no ex- 
planation for the spiriting away of the val- 
uables, the Pinkerton agency was retained 
to search for the robbers. 

Shadow Dumont for Another Crime. 

It was said at night that Dumont had been 
suspected of being one of @ gang of wagon 
thieves who have rified several railroad 
freighthouses and stolen nearly 1,000,000 
cigars and other salable commodities. He 
was shadowed for: weeks by the Pinkerton 
men and also by detectives of the Chicago 
police department. 

Two city detectives followed him and: saw 
him enter the barn at the Carroll avenue 
address. They waited and when he came 
out seized him and put him under arrest. 
While one of the detectives handcuffed Du- 
mont and held him prisoner his comrade 
began a search of the barn. 

Hidden under a pile of litter the suitcase 
stolen from in front of the Silversmith bulld- 
ing was found. When the detective forced 
the grip open and flashed his dark lantern 
on it it seemed to hold nothing more than a 
few neatly tied up parcels. He opened one 
parcel and lifted out a necklace of matched 
pearls. That was all he needed. He grabbed 
up the grip, rejoined his comrade, and they 
hustied Dumont to the Twenty-eighth pre- 
cinct police station.

Statement of the Unions. 


At the evening meeting of the union men’s 
committee the following statement of their 
position was made; 

“In the present traction controversy the 
street railwey empiloyés wish to place their 
position squarely before the public so that 
they may not be misunderstood and the citi- 
zens misied by flashy and tactful statements 
of arbitration coming from any of the indi- 
vidual companies. These statements are 
given to the public as a subterfuge for delay 
until the companies cam effect their merger. 

“The truth of the situation is that, so far 
@s the street railway companies are con- 
cerned, they are now upon the verge of con- 
solidating all of the pompanies into one gi- 
gantic combination and placing it all under 
one management. The surface companies 
admit this to be true. 

“In their manipulations for position inthe 
coming merger negotiations the company 
managements are jockeying with each other. 
This has. been proved conclusively in our 
dealings with them to effect a contract zet- 
tlement. Both the surface companies are 
afraid to move, each trying to gam a vantage 
point over the other, so that when consoli- 
Cation is effected the company meking the 
best bargain with its employés from a finan- 
cial standpoint wiil.be in best position for 
control of the properties when the merger 
takes place. Z 

One Company, Then the Other. 

“The committees of the men have been 
Meeting with the officials of one company 
and then the officiale of the other company. 
This has been going on for weeks and nota 
single concession has been made by either 
company. 

‘YThe whole sptrit of the companies in 
these negotiations has been delay and there 
fe no sincerity in their offers of arbitration 
at thistime. They know well, as do the em- 
ployés, that arbitration of the conditions of 
contracts with the individual companies 
would be ad imporrible proposition at thie 
time and would endanger the existenoe of 
evr unions. 

“ Knowing the traction situation in OChi- 
cago and the possibility of a speedy merger 
of all the companies into one, and realizing 
the necessity of protecting themselves under 
such @ condition, the employés delayed the 
making of new agreements until euch time 
as the agreements with all companies ex- 
pired, when they could get together and 
make one agreement for all the employés or 
else make their agreemente uniform, estab- 
lishing the same wage and working condi- 
tions over the entire city. 


Want One Agreement 

“The employés realized the necessity of 
this for their owy protection in the future, 
for if they were to make separate agreements 
expiring at different times, with different 
working conditions and rates of wage, it 
would mean demoralization and destruction 
of their unions when the consolidation, of the 
surface and elevated cSmpanies would take 
place, 

“In order to carry out this program the 
three divisions have instructed thelr com- 
mittees to work jointly together to make the 
agreements of the surface roads identical 
and to agree with the elevated employés on 
the conditions necessary for them, and then 
to stand unitedly together. aa one body in 
order to establish the conditions they are 
entitled to, 

“Tt if a conceded fact that consolidation 
ig about to take place. Under this condition 
the employés wil be working*for: one com- 
pany, operating over the same lines througth- 
out the city, ae many of them do at present, 
doing the same kind of work, and for these 
reasons we insist that wages and working 
conditions shall be uniform and that nothing 
ehall interfere to make the wage and condi- 
tions of one section of the city inferior to the 
other. Such a condition would demorelize 
our forces, and we propore to defend our- 
geives, against eny attempt to bring this 
about. 

Playing for Delay. 

“The play of the compantes at this time is 
éelay until they oan unite their ‘interests 
into one combination, under one manegement, 
to control the traction facifities of Chicago. 
eurface and elevated. Their attempt to keep 
the employés divided, while they are each 
playing for supremecy, under the new con- 
diton of unification of the companies, must 
be met by the firm response of the men that 
they refuse to be separated, and will move 
_ ge a unit to effect a unifopm wage and con- 
ditions of employment consistent with the 
cost of living and environments in this com- 
munity. 

“The ghwing statementof arbitration from 

the companies at this time is but an effort 
to mislead the public on their true purpose 
‘and to f the men to submit to present 
conditions; until such time as they can get 
together as one company. it is an effort to 
@ivide our forces and to prevent us from 
securing the wages and conditions we are 
gustly entitled to. 
' “There is no reason why the fight among 
the companies for control of the transporta- 
tion systems of Chicago should compel their 
underpaid and overworked employés to con- 
tinue in their presena conditions. We stand 
ready to make a settlement with the com- 
panies, but it must be an honorable settie- 
ment and must come without subterfuge 
and delay. 

.“ Por two monthe in one instance, and 

hree weeks in the other, we have been trying 
tod bring this about, but without resulig, and 
the time has come for the companies ta&@ meet 
the iseve fairly and deal with their employés 
@n a practical basis."’

OTHER BIG CONCESSIONS. 
Invitation to Foreign Built Vessels 
Owned by Americans. 


‘ 


Weshington, D. C., Aug. 8.—Further im- 
portant concessions to American shipping 
were made by the senate today through 
amendments to the Panama cana)! bill. 

The free to!! provision to American coast- 
wise ships, indorsed by the senate last night, 
was supplemented today by a qualified free 
toll provision for American vessels engaged 
in the foreign trade. 

A atiil more important amendment adopted 
by the senate holds out prectically an un- 
qualified invitation to foreign built ships 
ownea by Americans to hoist the American 
flag and register as American vessels. 

This amendment, offered by Senator Wil- 
liaams and adopted by a large vote, would 
authorize American owners of foreign built 
ships, now compelled to sail under foreign 
flags, to bring their vessels under American 
registry, provided they engaged only in for- 
elgn trade. 


Must Sell Ships to U. 8. in War. 

One important restriction was placed upon 
the Williams free ship amendment. This 
provided that no foreign built ship admitted 
to American registry should be allowed to 
participate in mail carrying contracts unless 
it was constructed with particular reference 
to speedy and economica! conversion into an 
auxiliary naval cruiser 

A somewhat e#imilar restriction was made 
upon the granting of the free toll privilege te 
American vessels engaged in foreign trade. 

The provision adopted by the senate speoi- 
fies that owners of vessels engaged in for- 
eign trade must agree to sell their ships 
to the United States in time of war or other 
emergencies in order to be exempt from 
the payment of tolls when passing through 
the canal. 

Agreement was reached iate tonight to 
take a final vote on thé Panama canal bil! 
and all amendments not later than 56 p m 
tomorrow. 


CALLS IT REPUDIATION.

Henceforth to Be Political Syndi- 
cate of the Pacific. 


JAP EMISSARIES IN RUSSIA. 


St. Petersburg Says Above Is the True 
Meaning of Their Visit. 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. &—Japan and 
Huseia are joing hands and pooling inter- 
ests. Henceforth they may be looked upop 
and muet be dealt with as the political syn- 
dicate of the Pacific 

They Intend to regulate the destinies of far 
eastery) nations in harmony with their own 
special interests in the first place and as far 
as poesible with the interests of third parties 
afterward. That is the true meaning of the 
visit of Prince Katsura and Baron Goto to 
the Russian capital. 

A short time ago the Russian government 
itself looked upon Japan as an enemy with 
whom it would have to try tissues this year. 
And the war minister avowedly adjusted his 
policy to thie end. The reorganisation of the 
navy, too, received actuality from this per- 
spective. Foreign policy likewise, so far as it 
could be {nfluenced by the press, was directed 
with a view to this eventuality. 


Izvoleky Makes Friends. 

Alone the secretary of state for foreign 
affaire, M. levolaky. differed with hip col- 
leagues in his appreciation of the political 
conditions of the far east. He wage persist- 
ently urged to make common cause with 
China against Japen. But he declined. He 
himself had lived and worked in Tokio at 
the Russian legation and was deeply im- 
preseed by what he had witnessed there, 

He held that Russia's welfare depended 
upon gentine friendehip with her late en- 
emy And he addressed all his efforts to 
that end That he succeeded is one of his 
chief merits in the eyes of his enlightened 
countrymen. But, after all, M. Isvolsky is 
only the executor of the will of the czar 

Prince Katsura and Baron Goto wanted 
to know for certain whether there was any 
flaw in the friendship struck up by M. lIavol- 
sky with Japan.

How Leconte Got Presidency. 

Cincinnatus Leconte was elected undhi- 
mously by congress president of Haiti on 
-Aug. 14, 1911 

He first gained prominence in Haitian af- 
fairs in 1908, when, as minister of the in- 
terior in the cabinet of President Nord 
Alexis, he was credited with ordering the 
summary shooting of ten prominent revo- 
lutionaries at Port au Prince. 

When the régime of Nord Alexis was 
brought to an end Leconte went into exile 
in Jamaica. While there he intrigued 
against the neW president, Simon, and,in 
Janvuary,.1911, started a revolution against 
him, which was short lived. 

The {nsurgents were defeated and Lecont: 
took refuge in the German consulate at Cape 
Haitien, later being sent from the island 
under German protection. 

Leconte returned to Heiti in May, last 
year, and succeeded in overthro¥Wing Pres- 
ident Simon. He was a mulatto, between 
~ and 5O years of age, and belonged to the 
legal profession. 


Victim of Own Precaution? 

The death of President Leconte came jist 
as the relations between Santo Domingo and 
Ha)ti were strained almost to the breaking 
point. The Dominicans regarded him as the 
moving spirit In the revolutionary movement 
now in progress in their own country, and 
the prospective leader of an invading Hayti- 
an army now assembling on the border 

Whether there was a plot against Leconie's 
life or whether he was a victim of the ex- 
traordinary precaution he hed adopted for 
himself has not been iearned. He kept the 
large store of arms and ammunition near his 
palace where they could be immediately 
available for his own use in case of an up- 
rising.

BIG VARIETY IN PRICES. 


One Company Asks Seventy-six 
Times as Much for Roof- 
ing as Another. — 


The clearness of the specifications for the 
new county hospital has been questioned by 
a contractor of reputation—the James Black 
Masonry and Construction company, now 
constructing the new downtown telephone 
building. In a letter to President Bartzen 
of the county poard this company says:

In another place the letter commentsys

await our tender.” 

This firm wanted more time in which to 
submit a bid. It was refused. The bids of 
four competitors were opened on Monday 
and will be considered by the board today. 


Interpret Wording Differently. 

The bids on various items indicate clearly 
different contractors placed different inter- 
pretations on the unusually comp¥cated 
wording of the bidding sheet {tt first re- 
quires a “‘ flat bid,’’ then twenty-nine “ alter- 
nates,’’ two of which have five and eleven 
items respectively. In addition there are 
five “ subproposals”’ with from two to five 
“alternates” for each. There are various 
“items” under the “alternates” of the 
“ subproposals.” 

Some alternates and subproposa!ls and sub- 
sidiary items are to be added to the flat 
bid; others are to be subtracte. Regarding 
at least one item there was considerable 
discussion yesterday between representa- 
tives of Tohn Griffiths & Son company an 
Paul Gerhardt, county architect. The con+ 
tractor said his price for fireproofing should 
be substracted from his bid to put his prices 
on @ par with the three other bidders. The 
architect's agent held the opposite view. 


Meaning of Alternates Hazy. 

From the bidding sh<¢et it is impossible te 
find out to what most alternates refer. Al« 
ternate No. 6 of proposal No. 1 refers ta 
roofing. Griffiths wants 93,500, seventy-six 
times as much money for doing this work as 
does E. Scheidelhelm, ancther bidder, who 
wants $46. Three alternates to the second 
flat bid show this comparison of prices by 
the four bidders:

Alternates No. 11 and 12 refer in some way 
to doors, but it is Impossible from the bid- 
ding sheet to ascertain whether they refer 
to glass doors, iron or wooden doors.

Cleveland, O., Aug. 8§.—[{Spectal.}—Gov. 
‘Wilson’s speech accepting the Democratic 
nomination is original in its methods of 
dealing with the issues of the campaign. In- 
stead of taking up the platform plank by 
plank he takes the central idéa of the Den- 
ver platform, an idea repeated and empha- 
sized in the Baltimore platform, and elabo- 
rates it, uaing the various questions under 
coneideration to illustrate: the: application 
of the principle, taking the doctrine that s 
government is an organization formed by 
the people for themselves and to be per- 
fected by them as an instrument for the 
accomplishment of such codperative work 
as is necessary. 

He shows how all the evils complained 
of at the present time grow out of the ap- 
propriation by the few of the instrumentali- 
ties of government. 

This epeech gives striking evidence of the 
force of cumulative testimony and also il- 
lustrates the power of inteiligent analysis. 
In taking his position so etrongly he pre- 
empts the ground that Mr, Roosevelt's new 
party seeks to occupy. 


Indorses, Three Needed Reformas.. 

In the course of his argument be indorses 
the Democratic demand for the populer elec- 
tion of senators, presidential primaries, and 
publicity about everything that concerns gov- 
ernindnt, from the sources of campaign 
funds to the intimate debate of the highest 
affaire of the state, insteadof using epithets 
and employing depunciati against those 
who. have abused existing systems. 

He seeks reform along rational lines and 
would oure those defects in government 
forms which have been discovered by experi- 
ence. 

The election of senators by the people will 
bring that body within the reach of the 
voters and convert it from a bulwark af 
predatory wealth, in which*seats have been 
secured by corrupt means and by the aid of 
favor seeking corporations, imto a popular 
body, responsive to the people's will. 

This reform hae been described in a former 
Democratic platform as the gatewey to other 
reforme, and it would be diffieult to overesti- 
mate the benéficial effects of this constitu- 
tional change. 


Primaries Will Correct Abuses. 

The presidential primaries, which the Bal- 
timore platform indorses and which Gov. 
Wilson defends, will correct another long 
standing and grievous abuse—namely: the 
selection of presidential candidates in con- 
ventions where trading can defeat the wishes 
of the people. ' 

Ingratitude has been described asa greater 
sin than revens@ becaurg@ the former is the 
repayment of good with ill, while the latter 
is the repayment of ill with il. 

We miust therefore consider at afl times 
the effect of the obligations incurned when 
so great an honor as the presidency is be- 
stowed upon a public man, however well 
meaning, by a few politicians who may be !n 
control of the convention. It fs imposeibie 
for a man so nominated and so obligated to 
give to the public the sort of service that the 
public haga right to temand. 


President to Be People’s Choice. 

When the presidential primary is adopted 
in all of the states, as it is quite eure to be 
within the next four years, the people will be 
in a position to confer the office of chief ex- 
ecutive upon the man of their choice, and 
the nominee, being obligated to the people, 
and to the people aione, will rise to the re- 
quirements of his high position. 

Gov. Wilson properly estima tesgfhe value 
of publicity, as shown by his sweeping in- 


ject. The demand for publicity is now so 
universal that one finds it hard to understand 
how secrecy coulg have been tolerated so 
long, how an intelligent people could have 
been so slow to recognize that elections and 
ali official service are public affairs.

Gov. Wilson deals at some length with the 
trust question also. He states the con- 
clusion, which can now be drawn from ex- 
perience, and asserts an economic truth, 
namely, that whtle up to « certain point 
combinations affect economies in adminis- 
tration and increase efficiency by simplify- 
ing and perfecting organization, still that 
this is true only within Hmits. 

It is fortunate for the discugsion of the 
subject that he points out that combination 
end concentration are not economically bene- 
ficial when carried too far. The trust mag- 
nates assume that a $1,000,000,000 corporation 
can produce more economically than a $50,- 
000,000 corporation, merely because a $50,- 
000,000 corporation may, be able to produce 


more economically than a $50,000 ecorpora- 
tion. 


Can Arrest Monopoly. 


He states the Democratic position without 
equivocation or evasion, when he declares 
that we can arrest and prevent monopoly, 
and that competition can in a large meas- 
ure be revived by changing the laws and 
forbidding the practices that killed it. 

The rea! !ssue presented by the trust ques- 
tion is whether we shall attempt to restore 
competition as an effective force, or accept 
the position advanced by Socialists and trust 
magnates, namely, that all competition is 
hurtful, and that monopoly must be accepted 
as an economic necessity.

| OSES WEALTH FIGHTING 


D. §. Wentworth, Second Attor- 
ney, Buys Votes, Sues, 
Trouble Starts. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

This is the story of a lawsuit which was 
started in the Superior court ten years ago, 
went to the Appellate court, then back to the 
Superior court, up again to the Appellate 
court, and now has one foot in the state Su- 
preme court. It is a case of too much Jaw- 

er. 

The trouble started with the swindle of a 
widow 63 years old by a lawyer. He was 
sentenced to one year in jail and was dis- 
‘barred. Te made a fake sale of 56,000 acres 
of Tennessee land to the widow. From her 
he obtained $200 in cash and three judg- 
ment notes for $400 each. She in return re- 
ceived only a promise of a deed to the prop- 
erty. She never obtained the deed. 

This lawyer sold the notes to another law- 
yer who started a suit againet the widow. 
She spent seven years and her entire wealth, 
amounting to about $5,500 fighting to keep 

‘from paying tor something she never re- 
‘celved. Finally she died without sufficient 
funds to pay her funeral expenses. 

In the sale of her property to get money to 
fight the lewyers it is alleged there is some 
flaw and two lawyers have been waging a 
court war for three years to determine who 
shail get the property. 


Cite “Mysterious Paths.” 

“Neither the House of Mystery,’’ as one 
of the briefs in the case cominente, “ nor the 
Cretan labyrinth where Minotaur held sway, 
contain a fraction of the dark and mysterious 
paths, blind alleys and miracles that involve 
this case.” 

Court records show. the wicow was Mrs. 
Elinor Lyman who lived at 6324 Eggleston 
avenue with her brother, William Durrant, a 
former mechanic for the Rock Island rail- 
‘road... In 1002 the women was 68 years old 
and her brother 60. 

The story starts on Jan. 10, 1902. On that 
date one A. F. Dreuter, who was the attorney 
for the widow, took another attorney named 
B. F. Stull to room at the flat of a Mr. Miller. 
This flat also was at 6324 Eggleston avenue. 
The lawyer was housed In the same building 
with the widow, Lyman. 

Mrs. Lyman called on Mrs. Millerand met 
Lawyer Stull. The next morning Lewyer 
Stull appeared at the widow's flat, repre- 
senting himself as an ex-judge, lawyer and 
abstracter from Jamestown, Tenn. The con- 
versation got around to Tennessee lands. 
Mrs. Lyman showed the lawyer an abstract 
to 160 acres she owned in Morgan county, 
Tenn. Lawyer Stull told the widow the ab- 
stract was defective and that for $10 he would 
have the defect remedied for her upon his re- 
ture to Tennessee. 


A “Courtly Gentleman.” 

One of the court documents asserts “ Stull 
was a man of imposing address, courteous 
manner, and genteel. He gained the confi- 
dence of Mrs. Lyman, who accepted his pro- 
posal concerning the abstract, which subse- 
quentiy was in the poseession of Stull until 
euly 12," a period of about six months. 

About the middle of March, 1902, during 
one of-hds calls, Lawyer Stull represented 
to Mrs. Lyman that he had for sale 5,000 
acres in Fentress county, Tenneesee, which 
had betn deeccd to him by a young man 
who was compelled to leave home suddenly 
because of some trouble with a woman. ,The 
young man needcd ready money. 

Btull repres:ntedethat the land contained 
deposiis of coal and was covered with tim- 
ber that wou!d cut out three or four logs to 
a tree. Stull said that the land could be 
sold for $5 an acre any time. He sald he 
had so much lend that he did not want afhy 
more, representing that he owned 40,000 
acres. 
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Takes a “Fancy” to Her. 

“TI would rather let you have the’ properfty 
than any one elee,”’ he told Mrs. Lyman, ac- 
cording to the recerds. ‘ 

The price, a song, was $1,500, $200 down and 
the balance to be pald in one, two and three 
years. Stull could and would assist ihe 
widow in selling the timber, and he would 
take the notes of the widow and hold them 
until enough timber head been sold to cance! 
them.

Chicagonng Looted of $75,000. 

The evid:nce at Stull’s trial represented 
that he was the agent of the United States 
Lané Syndicate, a fraudulent concern. that 
mace a epccialty of selling Tennessee i-nds 
to which they had no title. Their loot of 
Chicagoans was estimated at \$75,009. 

The personality of Stull was described in 


an affidavit made by Thomas Coliler, a 
Jamestown, Tenn., attorney. which was

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Tt wes early in 1008 that Attorney Stull 
made his exit. But the widow wae heving 
her troubles before that date with sttfll an- 
other lawyer, who had intruded himself into 
the mixup. 


Enter a Second Lawyer. 

This lawyer was Daniel S. Wentworth. He 
appeared on the scene shortly after Mrs. 
Lyman and her brother had signed the judg- 
ment notes. He called upon Mrs. Lyman 
at her residence He explained that he wanted 
to be certain that she had signed the notes, 
that she was good for the money, and that he 
would make no mietake in buying the notes. 

“This was May 16, 1902,” reads the testi- 
mony of the widow. later given in court. 
“That evening after Mr. Wentworth called 
I went and saw Mr. Stull and told him he 
could not sell those notes, He said he would 
get the notes. The next morning he called 
upon me!at 6324 Eggleston avenue and 
showed me the notes, and said he would hold 
the notes until he could help me sell the tim- 
ber and pay the notes. I tried to grab the 
notes away from him, I @id not see him 
after that. I never got the warranty deed.”’ 

Mrs. Lyman aeeserted she told Attorney 
Wentworth that he must not purchase those 
notes. The attorney disregarded.the advice. 
The records do not disclose the exact date 
when he made the purchase, but they do 
assert that Attorney Wentworth, with 
William S. Kline and other friends, did make 
the purchase. 


Contest Judgment on Notes. 

Five deys after Attorney Wentworth vis- 
ited Mre. Lyman he had judgment entered 
on the notes. That was on May 20, 1902. 
Then suit was started in the Superior court 
to collect, the case being styled Kiine vs. 
Lyman. aA 

On July 1 following Mrs. Lyman and we 
brother asked the Superior court to set 
aside the judgment. They alleged the ex- 
éecution of the notes had ben obtained by 
fraud. They explained they never had re- 
ceived title to the land for the payment of 
which: the notes were given. 

Attorney Wentworth replied that he and 
his friends ‘ obtaimed the notes fairly and 
honestly, for a good and valuable considera- 
tion."’ They claimed they were innocent 
purchasers. This reply wae filed on April 
6, 1903. Before that date Attorney Stull 
had been convicted in the Criminal court 
of obtaining money by false pretenses. 

The civil sut dragged along until Febru- 
ary, 1905, when a jury in the Superior court 
found for Artorney Wentworth and his 
friends. 

The ‘widow and her brother appealed to 
the Appellate court. 


Nov. 16, 1906, the Appellate court re- 
manded the case to the Superior court. The 


only reason for this was a flaw in the word- 
ing of the decision of the lower court. The 
Appellate court warited the verdict In a cer- 
tai phraseology. The change wae made 
The sheriff was directed to get the money 
to satisfy the judgment on the notes. He. 
started out. 


Widow’s Brother Dies. 

He found that William Durrant who had 
signed the notes with his sister, Mrs. Lyman, 
a few months earlier had died. The sheriff 
made an inventory of the property of the 
widow, then O07. years old. He listed her fur- 
niture at $100, found $1 in cash and $16 due 
from roomers. In addition he found some 
real estate. 

The sale was advertised in due form and 
the auction waa held on Feb. 1907. Five 
parcels of real estate were sold to William 
8S. Kiine for $1,728.07, who was used by At- 
torney Wentworth in the suit. The sheriff 
made a return that the execution had been 
“satisfied in full.” 

But the sheriff made a mistake. Instead of 
selling €317 Eggleston avenue, property 
owned by Mrs. Lymen, he sold the property 
of a neighbor at €319. 

That Mrs. Lyman had sold the five lots pre- 
viously did not seem to be objectionab!e to 
the sheriff. Mrs. Lyman sold the property

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$1, 1904, for $5,500. The sheriff sold thesame 
property for one-third that amount. 

The error of the sheriff in selling the wrong 
property resulted in the Superior court set- 
ting aside the sale on Feb. 11, 1908, about a 
year after it had been made. The court or- 
dered the property sold again and the case 
1 got back Into the Appellate court. 


Now the Widow Dies. 

The widow, Mrs. Lyman, died in 1909 and 
‘Attorney W. T. Dickerman is the attorney 
for the estate. He appears to be worrying 
Attorney .Wentworth. The latter in his last 
brief to the Appellate court grows indignant 
and says: 

“A study of the various transfers, assign- 
mente, etc., gives evidence that all the sneris 
were to hinder, delay and avoid, if possible, 
the payment of the judgment for $1,850.” 

The Appellate court for the second time ap- 
proved the judgment of $1,360 on July 8 !ast. 
Attorney Dickerman asked for a stay pen:l- 
tng the disposition of a petition to the state 
Supreme court for a writ of certiorari. 

At present that ie the status of the trouble 
which started tem years ago. 

Regardlees of how the sult eventually ends, 
it is reasonably certain the money involved 
wlll go to one or the other of the attorneys. 

Dickerman, who has been fighting Went- 
worth for years, at the instance of the widow 
to begin with, has probably earned a fre 
equal to the judgment. If Wentworth wins 
he will get the money. 

In the meantime the widow and her brother 
have gone to the country where land sharks 
are barred.

Wants Its Trustees Restrained from 
Turning Over Property to Trustees

in the Superior court to prevent the turn- 
ing over of the property of Marie chapel at 
Wentworth avenue and Twenty-fourth street 
to the chapel trustees. The transfer before 
Aug. 1 was ordered by the Methodist general 
conference in Minneapolis in May. In the 
event of failure to comply with the order 
the Trinity trustees were threatened with 
being denied a@ pastor at the next meeting of 
the Rock River conference in Evanston on 
Oct: 2. 

Following th decision of the general con- 
fepence members of Trinity brought two in-- 
junction suits, the first asking that the trus- 
tees be restrained from turning over the 
property to Marie chapel trustees and the 
second that the pastor of Trinity, the Rev. 
E. E. McKay, be restrained from calling a 
meeting of the congregation to elect a new 
board of trustees, as he was instructed to do 
by the general conference in the event the 
Trinity trustees declined to obey the order 
for the property transfer. 

The trustees of Marie chapel will appear 
at the hearing on the injunction suits today 
and will ask that thelr church be made =», 
party to the suit.

Need of Illinois Farmers, 


PLEA FOR - “EDUCATION.

Tilinots farm lands may be nae pro- 

duce double the annual crops of corn and 
wheat without robbing the soil of its fertility, 
according to Dr. Cyril G. Hopkins, head of 
the department of agronomy of the Univer- 
sity of Tilinols, Dr. Hopkins talked on Ili- 
nois farming experiments. yesterday at the 
annual meeting of the National Soil Fertility 
league. 
“Tinoie should be producing 70 bushels 
of corn to the acre,” he sald, “Instead of 
25. The yield of wheat also could be dou- 
bled in thie state if the soil wae properly 
cared for and the farm grains during their 
growth were given the oy food on which 
they thrive 

“It is the soil we, must tahoe care of if we 
wish to keep on raising even the present 
sized crops of grain. Agriculture depends 
on the fertility of the soil, and our whole 
industrial and commercial life depends upon 
agriculture. 


Wants Colleges to Spread Word. 

“It also is right when it takes the stand 
that this dissemination of agricultural meth- 
ods and soil conservation should be made 
through the colleges of agriculture of the va- 
rious states. Men trained in these schools 
should go to the farmers and educate them 
on soll fertility.”’ 

Dr. Hopkins said even under present in- 
adequate methods of disseminating informa- 
tion on farming, learned through years of 
effort at the Illinois state experiment sta- 
tions, great strides were being made toward 
soil conservation and increased grain yields. 
He said the average yield of corn had in- 
creased 7% bushels an acre since the college 
of agriculture was started. In order to show 
what the proper enriching of the soll of 
farms would do he gave some figures.

One table was the result of acre wheat 
yields at the experiment station in St. Clair 


county. It was as follows:

I will venture to say that of the $104,000, - 
000 spent by farmers for fertilizers in the 
year 1909 two-thirds of its was used to pur- 
chase useless fertilizers. The farmer needs 
to have correct information on soil fertility, 
and congress and the state legislatures 
should help to provide him with that infor- 
mation through our agricultural! schools and 
farm extension work, as planned by this 
league.”’ 


See Bigger State Income. 

Frank G. Logan, a director of the league, 
said the doubling of the corn and wheat 
crops mentioned ‘would mean the agricultur- 
al income of the state would be increased 
about $200,000000 annually. Others talked 
of soil fertility and the necessity of getting 
the pending appropriation bill for agricul- 
tural extension work through congress. The 
spqakers included President Howard H.

‘  By-Product Soups. 
- BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HDRE is a difference between taking care 
of a by-product or leftover when you 
have it and planning both to have and 
care for it. Thrifty housewives are for- 
ever planning to get materials whjch niay 

yield a secondary as well as a primary service. 
In buying beef or mutton for bolling, veal for 
stew or other service, pot roasts, meats for 
potting and meat loaves, with every variation 
of these; in buying steaks and chickens, she 
plans to have and- utilize a secondary product, 
usually a liquid one. 

A soup stock from such sources may be just 
as good and sometimes as rich, as if the meat 
cooked had been prepared with nothing but the 
soup in mind. Such meat, however, is put to 
cook in boiling water instead of cold, and if 
the stock is strong it is because it is made 
from considerable meat, rather than because 
all the juice and flavor have been cooked out 
of a regulation soup amount. 

~~. 


If we can use what would naturally be a 
leftover at the meal as we use the dish from 
which it is a by-product, the better planners 
we are and the more thrifty we are likely to 
become in our plannings. 

From a collection of actual ways of means 
of this sort as carried out in different homes 
and not from some theoretical plans for a 
family I choose the following: 

PUREE OF CARROTS AND VEAL MUFFINS 
—A 10 cent veal shank. Cook until tender, 
using sufficient water so that there will be 
about @ quart of stock when finished. Take one 
and a half: pints of this stock for the soup. 
To this add one large carrot and half an onion 
which has been boiled until tender and put 
through a colander. Heat to the boiling point, 
add one tablespoon of flour, mixed to a smooth 
aste, with one cup of milk and one teaspoon 
of butter. 

VEAL MITFINS—Remove veal from shank 
and chop fine. Boll two large potatoes and 
mash. Whip veal and potatoes until light, sea- 
son with salt and pepper and one teaspoon of 
onion juice. Add one egg, well beaten, and 
moisten with one-half pint of veal stock. Bake 
in well buttered muffin tins for twenty minutes.

WOMAN has entered our midst with the 

glorious mission of teaching the Ameri- 

can society woman grace. She edver- 

tised the fact that she is to show our 

ultra fashionable women in the most 
vivid possible manner just how to rise, to sit, 
to leave and enter a carriage, to courtesy and 
to do endless gymnastics that society women 
are called upon to do. 

The chief principle of the instruction is think- 
ing right. “If one always tWinks beautiful 
thoughts one will always be beautiful.” That 
is quite true, and if one thinks of the thing one 
wants to do, and not just how one {fs going to 
do it. one will have all the necessary grace re- 
quired for the doing. 

This teacher of grace speaks much about 
center poise, and says that American women sit 
upon their backs and not upon their spines. All 
this is diverting and beside the point. She 
speaks much of deep breathing and poise. 
Summed up, she means that physical exercise 
is the secret of poise and grace. 
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Our American women do not exercise enough. 
Sitting down immediately after meals is con- 
ducive to heaviness. Women who have adopted 
the fad of walking or standing immediately 
after eating are more graceful by far than those 
who lounge about a room. Grace: is inborn— 
there are women who are graceful in anything 
they undertake to do or say, and there are 
women who cannot be graceful under any cir- 
cumstances. 

Cultivation of grace is the cultivation of the 
physical body, but is entirely mechanical unless 
a gentleness of manner accompanies it. To en- 
ter a carriage gracefully, to sit, to rise, to greet 
a friend, to courtesy to royalty, or to walk 
across a room is entirely a matter of physical 
condition. 

A woman whose muscles are pliant, and who 
carries little fiesh is always more graceful than 
a fat woman. ‘She can bend and turn in a lithe 
manner withqut stiffness or jerkiness, whereas 
a heavy woman—I mean not only heavy in 


weight, but heavy in muscie and mind—will ‘be 
stiff and awkward in any thing she may do.
